Warring Senate Leaders In 
Huddle In Effort 
to Solve 


Reapportionment Controversy 


Harriaburg, Dee. 18—(5»)—Warring senate Republican* and 


Democrats went Into a huddle today to attempt to remove congres- 
sional reapportionment as the major obstacle to final adjournment 
Saturday. 
The eight-man bi-partisan committee must come up with a so- 


lution within 24 hours to assure lawmakers a pre-Christmas end to 
the longest legislative session in Pennsylvania history. 


" And Democrats held threats of both a filibuster and the defeat of 


appropriation bill over the heads of the GOP leadership to Insure 
against purely partisan handling of. reapportionment. 


This group was set up early today as the senate once again bog- 


ged down into a midnight session brought on by wrangling—first, on 
Philadelphia city-county eonsolida-^.- 
tion, and then on reapportion- 
ment. 


Lawmakers in the upper branch 


went into session at 7 a. m. yester- 
day and did not finish until 1 a. 
m. today although frequent reces- 
ses for closed-door conferences 
broke into the long grind on the 
floor.

District Game Protector Interprets Law 
In Regard to Hunters Reporting Kills 


David R. Titus, district game 


protector, called attention today to 
the fact that an Associated Press 
mention on yesterday's sports page 
has confused many local hunters 
in regard to the procedure to be 
used in reporting kills. 


Mr. Titus clarifies the matter 


by saying that every person who 
killed a legal big game animal, 
either deer or bear, in Pennsyl- 
vania this year is required to send 
to the Game Commission,- Harris- 
burg, the completed big game re- 
port card supplied with his hunt- 
ing license. This report must be 
made to the Commission "within 
five days following the close of 
the season for the animal killed, 
the game law states. In case a 
deer has been lawfully taken by a 
person who already used his big 
fame card to report * bear kill In 


the 1951 season, the law requires 
that, on a similar tag or on a post 
card, such person shall, within 
five days following the close of the 
season for the animal killed, mail 
to the Commission at Harrisburg a 
statement setting forth the same 
information given on the report 
card attached to the license. This 
report is. to include the kind of 
animal, whether male or female, 
the dressed weight, actual or es- 
timated, and, if a male, the total 
number of points on both antlers. 
Any person not required to own a 
license who killed a legal big game 
animal in season this fall on his 
farm, orchard or nursery, or on 
adjoining private property with 
permission, is asked to make a 
complete report of his kill to the 
Game Commission as a coopera- 
tive measure, so that the rdbst ac- 
curate kill figures can be obtained.

UNION ISSUES 
STEEL STRIKE 
ULTIMATUM

Washington, Dec. 18—(JP) 


—The government today called 
a meeting of the CIO Sted 
Workers Union and 10 big 
steel companies here on Thurs- 
day in an effort to head off a 
strike threatened for Dec. SI. 
Cyrus S. Ching, director of the 
Federal Mediation and Concili- 
taion Service, messaged the 10 
companies and the union that 
the possibility of a steel strike 
is a "matter of grave concern" 
to the peop'e of the United 
States." 


Pittsburgh, Dec. 18 — fP — A 


strike ultimatum by the CIO 
United Steelworkers put up to the 
government today the next move 
to 
stave 
off an economically 


crippling nation-wide steel strike 
New Year's Day. 


Philip Murray, president of the 


million - member union, says a 
strike is unavoidable unless the in- 
dustry grants his men a 15-cent 
hourly pay boost and other con- 
cessions. 


Hanging in the balance is the 


nation's price and wage ceiling 
structure. 


Government sources say present 


wage ceilings would permit an in- 
crease of only eight to • nine cents 
an hour. 


Steel industry spokesmen say 


they can't absorb the wage in- 
crease Murray demands without 
increasing prices. 


That puts it right up to the 


government—how to head off a 
strike and keep the nation's econ- 
omy on an even keeL 
- Cyrus's. Ching, director of the 
Federal Mediation and Conciliation 
Service, told reporters In Washing- 
ton he planned a mid-morning an- 
nouncement today. 
If the situation drifts steadily 


toward a certain steel- strike, Mr. 
Truman could invoke the Taft- 
Hartley Act, he could refer the 
case to the 'Wage Stabilization/ 
Board for settlement recommenda- 
tions, or he could make an llth 
hour personal appeal to Murray 
for a strike delay.' 


Invoking Taf t - Hartley would 


likely mean an 80-day court in- 
junction against a strike. 
Most 


observers feel the administration 
will rely on Ching, the Wage 
Board and White House persuasion 
in dealing with the potentially- 
explosive situation. 


A strike against the nation's 


steel industry January 1 could be 
accompanied by a similar strike— 
for the same demands—against a 
part of the aluminum Industry. 


The union has made no reported 


progress in its bargaining sessions 
with the Aluminum Company of 
America, largest producer in the 
country. The USW's contract with 
that firm, covering almost 20,000 
workers in nine states, expired 
November 30 but was extended by 
mutual agreement to December 31.

Snow Blankets Pennsylvania Again As 
Winter Tightens Grip After New Storm 


By The Associated Press 


Snow blanketed Pennsylvania again today as winter tightened Its 


grip on the Keystone State with a new'ice-laden storm. 


Bearing a striking resemblance to the paralyzing five-inch fall 


of last Friday, the snow is expected to pile up to a depth of four to 
eight inches before changing- to freezing rain tonight. 


The snow, not expected until the afternoon, began falling in most 


parts of the state by 8 a. m. today. It was the same light powdery 
mixture that proved so treacher-^.- 
ous to motorists last week. 


As the snow piled up state high- 


way cindering crews suspended 
operations — and snowplows went 
to work. Though the major high- 
ways and streets remained open to 
traffic, tr"avel was slow and pre- 
carious.

Reds near the Chongjin reservoir 
in northeast Korea Dec. 2, 195. 


Reports trickled out of Red ter- 


ritory from time to time that the 
Pulitzer prize winner of 1943 was 
well. 


Noel was captured, a colleague 


said, because "his heart was too 
big." 


He was supposed to have gone 


back to Tokyo for a rest. But 
Noel said, "Ol' Pappy is going to 
stay here. I feel better with the 
kids up at the front." 


Noel was with the U. S. First 


Marine Division when the Chinese 
communists entered the Korean 
war. 


He was right' there when the 
Red* swooned' doom from th» 


north and the Marines withdrew to 
the Hungnant beachhead. 


He was with a convoy of Marines 


trying to reach an isolated regi- 
ment when the Communists pulled 
an ambush. 


First reports were sketchy, but 


they indicated Noel was not hurt. 
Two Marines who were with him 
but later escaped said "he just 
sat and knelt in the frozen ditch 
beside the road and snapped pic- 
tures whenever he could. 
Frank 


Noel would make one hell of a 
marine." 


Nearly six months later 19 Am- 


erican prisoners escaped from the 
Reds. They said they had seen 
Noel two months before, and that 
he was all right. 


He walked with a slight limp, 


they said. The Reds had marched 
him 60 miles in freezing weather. 
When his feet nearly froze, he 
was allowed to finish the trip In 
an oxcart.

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FLAWS IN PRISONER EXCHANGE PLAN 


The Communists at the Korean truce talks are 


acting as though they want to use the exchange of 
prisoners of war to pick up a few international 
bargains. 


The Reds have proposed a "simple" swap of all 


prisoners in the Korean war. 
Under the plan, as 


described by Sigrid Arne, Associated Press news an- 
alyst, both sides would just turn over all the prison- 
ers they are hcrlding. That sounds straightforward 
enough, but as Arne reminds, "it isn't!" 


The U. N. negotiators, headed by Rear Admiral R. 


E. Libby, have to remember what happened after 
World War n. 
Moscow held onto German and Japa- 


nese prisoners for years. Thousands are still believ- 
ed to be working in Russian slave camps. 


Libby wants to be sure in the Korean talks that all 


prisoners on hand are really turned over: none left 
for slave labor to serve Moscow's purposes. Or none 
left to serve the new slave camps in Red China.. 


Here are some of the troubles in the talks: 
The United Nations holds more prisoners than 


the Reds say they hold. The U. N. reports about 
160,000 Red prisoners. 
. - The Reds have claimed through radio Peipin_ 
that they hold 139,000 U. N. prisoners. But they have 
never made a report on where the camps are, and 
they have never admitted the International Red Cross 
to their camps. Some U. N. officials doubt the Red 
report and think Red prisoners may be as few as 
39,000. 


So Libby's negotiating staff is demanding that the 


Reds supply a list of names of prisoners of war before 
they begin to negotiate the mariner in which the pris- 
oners will be turned over. 


Libby has to think of many angles. 
The U. N. suspects that the Reds are holding from 


70,000 to 85,000 men from the South Korean Army 
alone. Unless they are listed before the swap, how 
can Libby.be sure that the Reds will send •>!! South 
Koreans home? 


If the South Koreans are not sent home it, means 


the South Korean army \vill be weakened by all the 
fighting men who are not returned. It may mean 
that those held will have to work for the Reds. 
, On the other side, in the U. N. prisoner camps 
there are many North Koreans and Chinese who have 
come to understand the free world approach to life, 
and who don't want to return to the Red orbit. The 
free world has always given "asylum" to the man who 
refused to return to a political area where he might 
be killed for his political beliefs. 


If Libby agreed to the Reds' proposal of "all for 


all" in Korea, he would have to forget about the 
Chinese and North Koreans who no longer agree with 
Communism. It would be a difficult thing to do, since 
inost of the mon would be known, and would be slat- 
ed for Red punishment.

Itself to Its Many Opponents

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Proponents of the new universal military 


training program, which will become a hot issue soon after Con- 


gress reconvenes, believe they've got a plan this time the country 
will buy. 


They think that most of the people are sold on the need for UMT. 


And they believe that the program just proposed by the National 
Security Training Commission reduces to an absolute minimum the 
complaints that the traditional opponents of UMT have always offered. 


It calls for six months of Draining, which, they believe, isn't long 


enough to wreck any boy's civilian career. Training starts when a boy 
reaches 18. 


There will be rigorous moral supervision of them while they are in 


the training corps. At the end of training they will have to serve in 
one of the civilian reserve components of the services for seven and 
one-half years. 


Trainees will get $30 per month, a free 210,000 life insurance policy 


which will continue four months after they are out, allotments to de- 
pendents and disability benefits equal to "those given veterans. 


A GREAT deal of the traditional opposition to universal training has 


come from educators, the labor unions and the churches. The six 


months reduces the antagonism of the educators. 


Relative shortness of the training also spikes the main objection .of 


the unions which was that it would interfere with a boy's job career. 
Also, boys are guaranteed reemployment rights. 


And the emphasis on strict moral guidance in the program should 


pacify to some extent the church opposition. 


Top policy on the character of the training program will be made by 


the National Security Training Commission, composed mostly of prom- 
inent civilians. Among a long list of proposed regulations is the fol- 
lowing: 


"No beer should' be sold in a UMT training area. All taverns and 


bars within a reasonable distance from UMT camps or stations should 
be off-limits to trainees, and a penalty would be attached to the 
keeper of such a place, wherever located, if he knowingly permits a 
trainee to enter and purchase an intoxicating-drink." 


The question of who can be deferred from training, and who might 


be drafted for regular military service and who might be put into the 
UMT program, the Commission recommends, should be decided locally 
by draft boards. 
JF the services are drafting men for regular military duty at the same 


time men are being selected for training, the local draft boards 


will have a very difficult problem on their hands. 


They will have to decide what boys will go for six months and what 


boys lor 21 months of regular duty. It will be a tough decision. 


Training will be strictly military. The Army plans to give the first 


17 weeks over to basic training. Next six weeks will be training with 
units and some leadership instructions. The balance will be schooling 
in special Army subjects. / 


Training by the Navy would be similar, with sea duty being the last 
phase. 


The Air Force plans to give eight weeks of basic training, 16 weeks 


of specialist training, followed by duty with regular units of the Air 
Force. 


All three services \vpuld give men training in many subjects which 


could help c_'. iliei.i jojs when they get out, including training in 
—rr-i.irncations, vehicle maintenance, personnel work, law enforce- 
ment, and medical work.,

With healthy, medium weight 


hogs on hand, the home butchering 
program is^set for a satisfactory 
start. Assistant 
County 
Agent, 


Paul Hoke explains that "animals 
in medium condition make 
the 


most desirable carcasses. Don't let 
them, get too fat." 


Hogs 
in 
medium condition, 


weighing 200 to 250 pounds, pro- 
duce the most satisfactory meat 
for curing or eating fresh; they 
produce the handy size cuts that 
cure to the center without getting 
the outside too salty and strong. 


In slaughtering hogs, 
use a 


hammer or sledge, or a gun before 
'bleeding, or a. sharp knife may 
be used to bleed them alive. A good 
bleed is the important 
essential 


•as it insures better keeping quali- 
ties of the meat. 


Scalding and scraping must be 


done properly to get a good look- 
ing carcass. Scald in water. 148 to 
155 degrees—hotter if the hog is 
removed at once when the hair 
-starts to loosen. Over-scalding sets 
the hair and adds a job of shaving. 


For the uniform scald, keep the 


hog moving in the water and re- 
move when the hair and scruff 
slip easily. With bell scraper or 
dull knife, scrape with the hair,; 
and clean the head and feet first. ,' 


When cleaned, the carcass 
isj 


ready to be hung on a gambrel in-' 
serted beneath the tendons of the | 
rear legs. Rinse with clean water' 
and scrape off any remaining hair. 
Remove the tongue, split the car-1 


cass up the front and remove the 
entrails. 


Next, remove the leaf, or kidney 


fat. This aids in the cooling pro- 
cess. Cool the carcass rapidly in a 
temperature of 34 to 45 degrees. 
Do not let it freeze. A good plan 
is to kill in the afternoon and al- 
low the carcass to cool over night. 
The next day more attractive cuts 
can be made from the chilled meat. 
Protect the fresh meat from;flies, 
and since it absorbs readily, keep 
away from paint, tar, gasoline' or 
kerosene.
